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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on filed 
Jan. 12, 2006 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment/Remarks 

2. Applicant's amendment canceled claims 1-11, and amends independent claims 
12 and 15. 

3. Applicant argues (Remarks, page 7, lines 1 0 - 20, page 8, lines 6 - 7) the intra- 
frame coded frames in Boyce are not continuous and the reconstructed video is 
disturbed because it is based on frames selected every n frames. 

Examiner respectfully disagrees. 

Boyce '091 (col. 12, lines 15-17) discloses, decoding and re-encoding of 
subsequent frames can continue for some number of frames (i.e. non-continuous) or 
even for the entire video telecommunication sequence (i.e. continuous). 

In view of the above, Boyce '091 also discloses the newly added limitation as 
claimed. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 12 - 13, 15 -17 and 20 - 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Boyce (US 6,012,091). 

Regarding claim 12, most of the claim limitations have been analyzed and 
rejected with respect to the previous grounds (see Office Action of 7/12/2005). 

For the newly added limitation of "storing a coded image signal for non-disturbed 
video reconstruction" as now claimed, Boyce also discloses this aspect (see col. 12, 
lines 15-17). Specifically, Boyce discloses decoding and re-encoding of subsequent 
frames can continue for some number of frames (i.e. non-continuous) or even for the 
entire video telecommunication sequence (i.e. continuous). 

Claims 13-14,16-17 and 20-21 are rejected for the same reasons as set 
forth in the previous Office Action of 7/12/2005. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
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invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1 8 - 1 9 and 22 - 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Boyce (US 6,012,091 ) in view of Isu et al (US 6,862,320) for the 
same reason as set forth in the previous Office Action of 7/12/2005. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claim 14 is allowed over the prior art of the record. 

8. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
the record fails to anticipate or rendered obvious "a coding control unit which receives 
an intra frame request signal sent from the image signal storage and reconstruction 
apparatus and detects frequency of error occurrences, so as to control the frequency of 
the coded intra frame coded image signal in which the entirety of an image is intra 
frame coded, in accordance with the frequency of the intra frame request signal and that 
of the error occurrences" as claimed.
